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STATUS OF CLAIMS 

The application as filed contained twenty (20) claims. During prosecution, in response to 
a Restriction Requirement mailed February 23, 2007, Appellants elected Group Ilf in a Response 
filed March 12, 2007. The Examiner withdrew claims 12,13 and 17-19 from consideration in a 
non-Final Office Action mailed June 18, 2007. The claims currently on Appeal are Claims 1-11, 
14-16 and 20. 

SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

The present invention relates to a class of pyrazole-substituted carbonylpiperazines, 1 
pharmaceutical compositions for use in the treatment of tumors in humans and in mammals 2 
including the class of pyrazole-substituted carbonylpiperazines, pharmaceutical compositions 
including the class of pyrazole-substituted carbonylpiperazines, 3 and processes for the 
production of the pharmaceutical compositions. 4 The claimed pyrazole-substituted 
carbonylpiperazines include a pyrazole ring which can be substituted with heteroaryl, phenyl, 
and anthracenyl groups. 3
